"that moan thing." The children take 
the lead, us tboy do every year, in send- 
ing the missives, and the stationers have 
gathered in the dimes and dollars in great 
heaps. The postoffieo lobby is crowded 
and the clerks hare been kept on the 
jump without intermission. 


Tho St. Valentine festival is a queer 


oni) and i8 ns "old as the hills." How the 
festival originated has hardly been satis- 
factorily determined. St. Valentino was 
a bishop or presbyter who wns beheaded 
at Borne, during the reign ot Clnndms, 
in the year of U70, nud afterward was 
early canonized. Wontly says that St. 
Valentino wnB so famous for Ins love ana 
ehnrity tbnt from him sprung tho custom 
of eelebrnting tho festival by choosing 
vnlentines, which is still adhered to. 
Others nccoiitit for the origin of the festi- 
vnl by the fact it is supposed that the 
birdi! mated on this day. Another ex- 
plnnntiou is that the custom is derived 
from tho old Itomnn feast of Lupcronliii, 
when tho nnmes of n large number of 
maidens were plnced on slips in o box 
nnd the young men permitted to draw 
them. The pastor of tho early church 
being nnablo to correct this custom, the 
names of both sexes wore put in the box, 
and whatever iinmes were drawn together 
were the valentines of tho other. The 
custom of giving presents on Valentine 
day has long existed. Thehistory of how 
tho festival was changed to tho custom of 
to-day WIIB uoAer told.
